CHICAGO, April 2.—Tlio open revolt 


ngainst John Alexander Dowie, which 
took plnce yesterday was followed today 
by the transfer of all the public proper- 
ty of tlie church of Ziou to Alexander 
Granger, tlie niun 'whose dismissal Imd 
been directed by Do\vie in a 
telegram 


from Mexico. 


A warrant deed and a. bill of sale were 


filed today in tlie Luke county circuit 
court at \Viuikcgnn, 111., by \V. G. Vo- 
livu, the present heud of Zion, who was 
appointed by Bowie, some months ago, 
by which nil tlio lands standing in tho 
name of Dowie and his wife are made 
over to Granger for the benefit of Zioii 
City tind" the followers of Dowic, gener- 
ally. 


Voliva holds from Dowie ft power of 


nttorncy nnd by virtue of it, he lias turn- 
ed over to Grnnger everything portable 
in Zion City, fen to the bed of Dowic. 
All the ellccts of "Shiloh House," the 
Dowie residence, the horses, and car- 
riages, tho machinery in the milk and 
everything in the name of Duwie outside 
of tho personal belongings of the resi- 
dents of the town hud bccu token away 
fron; the control of'Mho deposed "First 
Apostle." 


BOWIE'S STAR'-HAS SET. 


CHICAGO', "April ii.—John Alexander 


Dowie's star'luis set. 
^elf-tyled divine 


apostle mid founder of perhaps the most 
remarkable religious movement of mod- 
ern time*, he wa.> shorn of his leader- 
ship yesterday afternoon in 
a 
highly 


dramatic meeting held in Zion City, the 
north shore community of his sect. 


Formally and emphatically repudiated 


by the chiefs who have stood by him for 
years, denounced by his wife, who had 
been at his right hand from the begin- 
ning, deserted by his son, branded Jis u 
fraud and jeered at as insane, the aged 
leader of Zion was pulled down from the 
high plnce he liii.t made for himself as 
chief—and n young man, to whom he but 
a few weeks ago delegated all power as 
his lieutenant, assumed the purple of 
authority. 


CAST OFF BY ALL. . 


Deputy Overseer Wilbur Glenn Yoliva, 


cast oft Dowic and Dowieism and receiv- 
ed the unanimous support of all the 
former followers of the First Apostle, 
Dowie WRS openly denounced by practi- 
cally all of the oilicials of the church as 
having deceived and defrauded the peo- 
ple and having shamefully wasted their 
money in extravagance. 


Mrs: Dowio repudiated her husband, 


nnd in passionate terms told how she 
had been wronged and abused by him. 
By John G. ypeichc-r, tlie former over- 
seer and once second in command to 
Dowie, who was recently deposed per- 
emptorily, Dowic was 
declared insane, 


and Mrs. Dowio in her address upheld 
that declaration, 


Gladstone Dowic cast his lot with his 


mother and Voliva, and not one in tho 
vast congregation 
failed 
to rise and 


pledge himself on the side of the new 
leader when Voliva called for a rising 
vote as to which they would follow— 
luuwolf or Dowie. 


STORM FOLLOWS DEMAND. 


The storm which resulted in Dowic's 


undoing broke in consequence of an 800- 
word telegram from Dowie. who is in 
Mexico, in which he peremptorily order- 
ed tho immediate- discharge of Deacon 
Alexander Granger, financial manager ot 
Zion, who has boeu one of the most ag- 
gressive loaders in the ell'orls to restore 
the financial equilibrium of Zion City. 
He also announced in tho telegram that 
a letter would follow, in which other offi- 
cials were named for deposition. 


Tho telegram, which cost S'.HI, was re- 


ceived 
by Overseer 
Voliva Saturday 


morning, and he at once called a meeting 
of the Zion Council of Twelve ID deter- 
mine 
whether tho yoke of 
Dowieism 


ahould longer be endured. 


They conferred all day Saturday, and 


after » short recess reassembled in the 
evening and continued ill scj^ion until 
midnight. When tin- meeting closed it 
had been decided that the time hud come 
to declare independence from the man 
who has ruled his followers with an iron 
hand ever since his advent, in whuie 
mime every foot of land in Zion and 
every industry and utility stands undw 


oda lu\i impoverished an entire communi- 
ty. 


CITY ST1KRED BY HINTS. 


The general population of Zion Imd no 


inkling of what was coming until the 
early morning service yesterday, when 
Overseer Volivn, after having slept but 
four hours, gave sufficient intimation in 
his lalk to the people to set .them astir 
and prepare them for what was coming. 


"I've only given you a few buckshot 


this morning,'' lie s:iid. ''This afternoon 
I'll give yon a bombshell." 


At the meeting Voliva read Dowie's 


telegram, ut the conclusion of which a 
few faiut cheers went up. After asking 
Deacon Spcicher to come up to the ros- 
trum and take his huud, which offer the 
latter responded 
to, suddenly 
Voliva 


raised his clenched hand high above his 
head and strode forward, and immediate- 
ly deep silence reigned. Without prc- 
fueo of any sort, lie announced in thun- 
derous tones: 


"Brothers and sisters in Christ, I re- 


fuse to remove Alexander Granger from 
ollicc." 


It was first publicly uttered deiiar.ce 


by Voliva of the authority of Dowie, 
and, for a moment the hush of the grave 
rested 
upon the 
crowded 
tabernacle.

DOWIE SUPREME. 


The career of Zion has boon filled with 


trouble. Its history has been marked 
with what Dowic described as persecu- 
tion, and hostility has been encountered 
in nearly every quarter where the Zion 
standard has been set up.

DEATH 


II ICY WATERS 


Mrs. Annie Harding Drowned 


Although Son Made Heroic 


Endeavor to Save;, 


BOTH BATTLED TO 


GAIN SAFE GKOUND 


Ice Cakes on All Sides and Submerged 


to Their Necks—Woman Torn 


From His Grasp-Man 


Nearly Perished. 


For more than twenty minutes Sunday 


morning, William Harding, aged 24 years,' 
buttled in the cold and icy waters of 
Lake Michigan, to save his mother, Mrs. 
Annie Harding, aged 03, from drowning, 
only to become exhausted and s<?e her 
fink before his eyes, then he being res- 
cued almost dead by his father, Randolph 
Harding, a nephew. Earl Harding and an 
unknown1 hunter who "Happened to come 
that war. 
• 
; :The uccidcnt happened about one mile 
north of Wind Point, where the Harding 
family haye lived for many years and arc 
.well known. Shortly''after the 
Racine 


"life saving crew was'notified and with 
difficulty got the surf boat through the 
ice in the river end rowed to the scene 
of tho mishap and found the body 75 
yard; from shore in the ice. It was 
brought to the life saving station, Coro- 
ner Hoylo wn; notified, viewed the re- 
mains and after hearing the story of the 
,<=on of the dead woman, decided not to 
hold nn inquest and issued a burial per- 
iuh. The body wns taken to the under- 
tnking parlors of Bnyermann fc'Krug on 
Main street. 


THE SON'S STORY. 


William Harding, the son who made a 


heroic effort to save his mother 
and 


nearly lost his own life, crime to the po 
lico Hation in the afternoon, having part- 
ly recovered from his experience in the 
cold '.rater. To a representative of the 
Journal he related just what happened. 
Ho said: 


"We have lived on the lake shore half 


a mile north of Wind Point for many 
years. My father's name is Randolph 
Harding and my mother's name Annie 
Harding. It has boon customary for my 
mother o.nd other members of the family 
to gather drift wnnd from the lake, a 
pike pole being generally used to reach 
and haul in the wood. 


MOTHER LEFT HOME. 


"It must have been between 0 and 10 


o'clock in the morning when mother left 
the house, armed with the pike pole and 
accompanied by Earl, her 10 year old 
grandson. They walked to tho lake. Not 
long after tho boy cnmo running into 
the house and excitedly cnllcd: 
'Grand- 


mother is drowning.' I had just got up 
and was nearly dressed. With all possi- 
ble spoed I ran to the lake and discovered 
thnt my mother had walked out on the 
ice banks lining tlio r^horp, in an attempt 
to get some wood. She cither slipped nnd 
fell over into the lake, or the ice gave 
wny. I grabbed th« pike pole and reach- 
ed it down to her. She grasped bold of it, 
and I hnuled her part way up on the ice- 
bnnks, but she lout, hor hold nnd foil back 
into tho water, her hands evidently being 
so cold the strength had pnrtly left them. 


THE TERRIBLE STRUGGLE. 


"Seeing thnt'fhe pole wn.s of no use, I 


reached down my hand and she grasped 
it, but could only hold on until I got lier 
portly up nnd agm'n she fall into the 
water. Then I again looked for tho pike- 
polo, but it had fallen into the water. I 
immediately plunged into tho water, it 
being so deep that it reached my neck 
nnd the seas washed over my head, but I 
managed to grasp my mother and made 
every effort to get her up on the ice 
banks, or hold her until assistance came, 
but 'my strength gradually failed and I 
felt myself poing and the body washed 
from my hands and I saw it carried away 
by the wave; and sink out of sight. 


HOW RESCUED. 


'•'About this time my father, 
nephew 


nnd an unknown man, who happened'to 
be hunting in the vieinity, happened to 
come along nnd after n 'desperate effort 
tiior managed to haul me out and I was 
:^o exhausted I could not walk to the 
house without assistance. The body of 
my mother could not be scon. The life 
saving station was 'phoned and Captain 
Lofborg and his men' came and searched, 
finding tho body and lifting it .into the 
boat conveyed it to the station at the 
piers. I feel sore and lame from being 
in the water and the cakes of ice strik- 
ing me while.I was battling to get moth- 
er, out.. It was a terrible experience, but 
[ feel that I did'all within human power 
to rwivn my poor mother, but failed." 


AN OLD RESIDENT.

Chicago & Northwestern railway,, which 
left Racine station at 5:35 this morning, 
the same train that run down and killed 
Charles M, Groenke, near Albert street, 
came near killing another man at the 
Fifteenth street crossing. 


Harry Carlson, driver of the Racine 


Pure Milk Co. wagon, route No. 2, start- 
ed out just before half past five and went 
west. At the Fifteenth street crossing 
there is a large brick .building which 
hides any, train coming from, the north 
on the Northwestern road, 


Carlson failed to hear or sec the train, 


running at a high rate of speed, until he 
was on the track. He saw in an instant 
that the train would strike the wagon 
and he leaped off a moment before the 
crash came and escaped injury, but was 
badly frightened.

CHICAGO, April 2.—Tlic open revolt 


against John Alexander Dowie, which 
took place yesterday was followed today 
by the transfer of all the public proper- 
ty of the church of Zioii to Alexander 
Cfrangor, the man whose dismissal hud 
been directed by Dowie in a 
telegram 


from Mexico. 


A warrant deed and a. bill of sale were 


filed today in the Lake county circuit 
court at Waukegan, 111., by W. G. Vo- 
livu, the present head of Zion, who was 
appointed by Dowie some months ago, 
by which all the lands standing in the 
name of Dowie and his wife are made 
over to Granger for the benefit of Zion 
City and" the followers of Dowie, gener- 
ally. 


Yoliva holds from Dowie a power of 


attorney and by virtue of it, he has turn- 
ed over to Granger everything portable 
in Zion City, e'-cn to the bed of Oowie. 
All the e3'ects of "ibhiloh House," the 
Dowie residence, the horses, and car- 
riages, the machinery in the mills and 
everything in the name of Dowie outside 
of the personal belongings of the resi- 
dents of the town had been taken au'ay 
from the control of'.the deposed "First 
Apostle."

By John G. Speicher, the former over- 
seer and once second in command to 
Dowie, who was recently deposed per- 
emptorily, Dowie was 
declared insane, 


and Mrs. Dowie in her address upheld 
that declaration.

Gladstone Dowie cast his lot with his

STORM FOLLOWS DEMAND. 


The storm which resulted in Dowie's 


undoing broke in consequence of an 800- 
word telegram from Dowie, who is in 
Mexico, in which he peremptorily order- 
ed the immediate discharge of Deacon 
Alexander Granger, financial manager of 
Zion, who has been one of the most ag- 
gressive leaders in the efforts to restore 
the financial equilibrium of Zion City. 
He also announced in the telegram that 
a letter would follow, in which other offi- 
cials were named for deposition.

CITY STIRRED BY HINTS. 


The general population of Zion had no 


inkling of what was coming until the 
early morning service yesterday, when 
Overseer Voliva, after having slept but 
four hours, gave sufficient intimation in 
his talk to the people to set .them astir 
and prepare them f&r what was coming. 


"'I've only given you a few buckshot 


this morning," he said. "This afternoon 
I'll give you a bombshell." 


At the meeting Voliva read Dowie's 


telegram, at the conclusion of which a 
few faint cheers went up. After asking 
Deacon Speichcr to come up to the ros- 
trum and take his hand, which offer the 
latter 
responded to, suddenly 
Voliva 


raised his clenched hand high above his 
head anil strode forward, and immediate- 
ly deep silence reigned. Without pre- 
face of any sort, he announced in thun- 
derous tones: 


"Brothers and sisters in Christ, I re- 


fuse to remove Alexander Granger from 
office." 


It was first publicly uttered defiance 


by Voliva of the authority of Dowie, 
and, for a moment the hush of the grave 
rested 
upon the 
crowded 
tabernacle. 


a man to deal with. I shall stay in the

I shall protect the creditors to whom 
"Zion okves money and I shall protect the 
people.

Cries 'of "No, no," eamc from his hear-

"Then back me up," he shouted, and 


cries of "God is with you, Voliva," went 
up from hundreds of voices. 


"Dowie has squandered $1,000,000 in 


silly torn foolery and nonsense, and I 
demand of him that lie shall repent. He 
must turn over every bit of that expen- 
sive furniture and his library of books 
to repay the people whoso money he has 
squandered. 


DOWIE SUPREME. 


The career of Zion has been filled with 


trouble. Its history has been marked 
with what Dowie described as persecu- 
tion, and hostility has been encountered 
in nearly every quarter where the Zion 
standard has been set up. 


In the city as well as the church, Dow- 


ie was supreme. The title of the 6,500 
acres,* bought with the money of the 
sect, rested in him. Lots were leased, 
not sold, and probably no leases ever is- 
sued in any community compared with 
those given to the residents 
of Zion.

The message sent to Dowie from Zion 


City is as follows:

Prac- 
tically all including Cincinnati represen- 
tatives, indorse Volivn's administration, 
Spiecher's reinstatement, Granger's reten- 
tion, emphatically protesting

your extravagance, hypocrisy, misrepre- 
sentations, exaggerations, tyranny, and 
injustice. 
You arc 
hereby 
suspended 


from office and membership for polygam- 
ous teaching and other grave charges. 
See letter. Quietly retire. ^Further in- 
terference will precipitate complete ex- 
posure, rebellion, legal proceedings. Your 
statement of stupendously magnificent fi- 
nancial outlook is extremely foolish in 
view of thousands suffering through your

misrrmnagement.

DOWIE'S NEXT MOVE. 


"This is our ultimatum to Dowie," said 


Voliva speaking for the signers of the ca- 
blegram. "We have not taken thia step 
without serious consideration, and we 
now await Dowie's further action. Our 
Ipgal position iu this is under the gen- 
eral power of attorney which I hold and 
upon the advice of our legal advisors I 
have transferred the entire estate to Al- 


exander Granger, general financial man- 
ager. I have taken this action believing 
it to-be best for the protection of Zion 
and its creditors. It is a defensive move, 
and it now remains for Dowie to act. We 
now intend going right ahead and the 
whole institution will be put in good or- 
der." 


Asked about the charge of polygamous, 


teaching mentioned in the cablegram Ov- 
erseer Voliva said: 


"The teaching of polygamy was 
not 


made in public, but was done privately. 
I shall not go into details in this matter 
until Dowie has had an opportunity to 
reply to the charge." 


Late today Alexander Granger to 


whom under his power of attorney over- 
seer Voliva turned over all of the Zion 
City property standing in the name of 
Dowie, made n re-conveyanee to Voliva, 
thus giving to him all the authority in 
power formerly held by Dowie.

IM ICY WATERS 


Mrs. Annie Harding Drowned 


Although Son Made Heroic 


Endeavor to Save* 


BOTH BATTLED TO 


GAIN SAFE GROUND 


Ice Cakes on All Sides and Submerged 


to Their Necks—Woman Torn 


Prom His Grasp—Man 


Nearly Perished.

For more tha.n twenty minutes Sunday 


morning, William Harding, aged 24 years, 
battled in the cold and icj- waters of 
Lake Michigan, to save his mother, Mrs. 
Annie Harding, aged 03, from drowning, 
only to become exhausted and see her 
sink before his eyes, then he being res- 
cued almost dead by his father, Randolph 
Harding, a nephew, Earl Harding and an 
unknown hunter who happened to come 
that way. 
• 


'; :The accident happened about one mile 
north of Wind Point] where the Harding 
family have lived for m&ny years and are 
well known. Shortly'after the 
Racine 


life sa.viug crew was'notified and with 
difficulty got tiie surf boat through the 
ice in the river and rowed to the scene 
of the mishap and foun'd the body 75 
yards from shore in the ice. It was 
brought to the life saving station, Coro- 
ner Hoyle was notified, viewed the re- 
mains and after hearing the story of the 
son of the dead woman, decided not to 
hold an inquest and issued a burial per- 
mit. Tlie body was taken to the under- 
taking parlors of Bayermann <!b'Krug on 
Main street. 


THE SON'S STORY. 


William Harding, the son who made a 


heroic effort to save his mother 
and 


nearly lost hio own life, came to the po- 
lice station ;in the afternoon, having part- 
ly recovered from his experience in the 
cold water. To a representative of the 
Journal he related just what happened. 
He said: 


"We have lived on the lake shore half 


a mile north of Wind Point for many 
years. My father's name is Randolph 
Harding and my mother's name Annie 
Harding. It has been customary for my 
mother and other members of the family 
to gather drift wood from the lake, a 
pike pole being generally, used to reach 
and haul in the wood. 


MOTHER LEFT HOME. 


"It must have been between 0 and 10 


o'clock in the morning when mother left 
the house, armed with the pike pole and 
accompanied by Earl, her 10 year old 
grandson. They walked to the lake. Not 
long after the boy came running into 
the house and excitedly called: 'Grand- 
mother is drowning.' I had just got up 
and was nearly dressed. With alt possi- 
ble speed I ran to the lake and discovered 
that my mother had walked out on the 
ice banks lining the r?hore. in an attempt 
to get some wood. She either slipped nnd 
fell over into the lake, or the ice gave 
way. I grabbed the pike pole and reach- 
ed it down to her. She grasped hold of it, 
and I hauled her part way up on the ice- 
bonks, but she lost her hold nnd fell bnck 
into the water, her hands evidently being 
so cold the strength had partly left them. 


TIIE TERRIBLE STRUGGLE. 


"Seeing that'the pole was of no use, I 


reached down my hand and she grasped 
it, but could only hold on until I got her 
partly up nnd again she fe.ll into the 
water. Then I again looked for the pike- 
pole, but it had fallen into the water. I 
immediately plunged into the water, it 
being so deep that it reached my neck 
and the seas washed over my head, but I 
managed to grasp my mother and made 
every effort to get her up on the ice 
banks, or hold her until assistance came, 
but my strength gradually failed and I 
felt myself going and the body washed 
from my hands and I saw it carried away 
by the waves and sink out of sight. 


HOW RESCUED. 


"About this time my father, 
nephew 


ami an unknown man, who happened'to 
be hunting in the vicinity, happened to 
come along nnd after n 'desperate effort 
they managed to haul me out and I was 
so uxhaustod I could not walk to the 
house without assistance. The body of 
my mother could not be seen. The life 
saving station was 'phoned and Captain 
Lofberg and his men' came and searched, 
finding tho body and lifting it into the 
boat conveyed it to the station at the 
piers. I feel sore and lame from being 
in the water and the cakes of ice strik- 
ing me while I was battling to get moth- 
er out. It was a terrible experience, but 
I feel that I did all within human power 
to save iny poor mother, but failed." 


AN OLD RESIDENT. 


As stated above, the family is an old 


one in this county. They have Bred here 
perhaps forty years.

Harry Carlson, driver of the Racine

there is a. large brick building which 
hides any train coming from the north 
on the Northwestern road. 


Carlson failed to hear or see the train, 


running at a high rate of speed, until he 
was on the track. He saw in an instant 
that the train would strike the wagon 
and he leaped off a moment before the 
crash came and escaped injiiry, but was 
badly frightened.

Supreme Court of the United; 


States Passes on Case Invol- 


ving $2,000,000. 


AD VALOREM SYSTEM OF 


TAXATION WAS FOUGHT! 


Change From Exacting: Certain 


centage of Gross Earnings- 


Means Payment of Three 


Times Old Taxes. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—The su- 


preme court of the United States totof 
decided the Michigan railroad tax cased 
involving the taxes of all the railroads in 
that state for several years past, .-against 
the railroads. The opinion was l>y Jus- 
tice Brewer. 


There were twenty-seven of these ca*e4> 


all involving the validity of act No. 173 
of the Michigan legislature of 1901 pass- 
ed under authority given by an amend.*' 
ment to the state constitution adopted in 
1900. This law changed the method of 
taxing railroad and kindred corporation* 
from the old system of exacting the p*y"" 
ment of a certain percent of their groc* 
earnings to an ad valorem system, pro- 
viding for the fixing of the tax value ot. 
the railroads on the average value at 
which other property in the state u at* 
sessed. 


The taxes levied against the 


railroads of the state for 1902, the 
year after the new law went into effect 
aggregated $744,898 as against $263,444, 
the amount which would have been call- 
ed for under the old system. The rail- 
road companies tendered the latter sura 
and resisted the payment of the differ* 
enee amountirg to $481,451. 
, 


$2,000,000 AT STAKE. 


Each year since the companies ha-re re* 


fused to pay the differences so that th«. 
suits involved an accumulation of about: 
$2.000,000 in taxes as well as the estab- 
lishment of a tax sysfcm for tie state 
permanently fixing their 
annual pay- 


ments at about throe times as mnek as 
they have been in the past. The rail- 
road companies contended that in arrir- 
ing at a conclusion as to the valuation 


their property, the state board of *s-' 


sensors undervalued other property in tli« 
state and thus discriminated against the 
railroads. Hence they claimed that th« 
action was in contravention of the 14tlr 
amendment to the national constitnion. 
The circuit court dismissed the bill of tha' 
railroad companies, thus sustaining th« 
action of the state tax authorities anoT 
upholding the laxv under which it was 
taken and its decision was affirmed.

NO FORMAL STRIKF, ORDER.

.he mine workers, members said a formal 
strike order would not be issued, but at 
the close of work today the men \vould 
.eave the mines with their tools and 
.vould not return until the scale had been 
signed by the operators and they had 
3ecn so notified by the district officials. 
Members of the board said that every 
step possible would be taken to prevent 
violence and a formal declaration to the 
miners forbidding rioting- or destruction 
of property and urging them to properly 
conduct themselves, probably would be 
issued. 


HAS NOT RECEIVED TELEGRAM. 
President Michell said at noon today 


le had not received the telegram from 
President Baer accepting his proposition 
to confer in New York on the anthracite 
agreement. 


"The telegram has not arrived yet,' 


said Mr. Mitchell, "we have notices in the 
newspaper* and the members of the com- 
mittee together with myself, were ar 
ranging to sta.rt for New York tomor- 
row." 


SIGN INDIVIDUAL CONTRACTS. 
INDIANAPOLIS, March 31.—The Un- 


ted Mine Workers of America by an 
overwhelming majority in natioiml con- 
.•ention yesterday decided to sign indi- 
vidual contracts with all mine owners 
who are ready to pay the advanced scale. 


This important action will 
minimize 


the effects of the bituminous coal strike 
by fiO per. cent, according to the esti- 
mate of President John Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers. It will mean that 
th-c general suspension in the bituminous 
fields will be only for a day or two un- 
til contracts can be negotiated 
with 


those who are willing to meet the de- 
mands of their men. It precludes the pos- 
sibility of a coal famine. 


ROBBTN-S TO OPERATE MINE. 


Francis L. Rabbins, the. Pittsburg oper- 


ator whose company produced about one- 
half of the total tonnage in western 
Pennsylvania, will be permitted to oper- 
ate his mines with union men. The inde- 
pendent operators in the same district 
will be forced to keep their mines run- 
ning to protect their markets, so that 
the action practically removes western 
Pennsylvania from the strike situation. 


In pleading before the miners yester- 


dny to make the suspension partial. in- 
stead of general President Mitchell de- 
clared lie had assurances that many of 
the operators who voted against the re- 
storation of the 1003 scale within ten 
dfiys would sign individual contracts 
a.greeing to pay it, 


VICTORY FOR MITCHELL. 


The action of the convention yesterday 


was a personal victory for John Mitchell. 
It overwhelmed completely Tom Lewis, 
vice president of the organization, Mitch- 
ell's most bitter 
opponent. In 
many 


vays it might have been considered a 
tost of popularity between the two lead- 
ers. 


Lewis led the fight to make the suspen- 


sion general. He pleaded to have the bi- 
tuminous miners stand by their brothers 
in the anthracite fields, whoso status is 
still a matter of doubt. He used every 
trick of the trained orator to carry the 
convention, but outside of the Ohio min- 
ers he had few supporters. 


OPERATORS' STATEMENT. 


NEW YORK, March 31.—The anthra- 


cite operators' committee of s^ven to- 
day authorized the following statement: 


"Some of the bituminous workers who 


are now active in directing inn.ttcrs in 
the knthrncite industry have asserted at 
times that the wages in the foriiH1!' in- 
dustry nre higher than in tlio latter. Mr. 
Mitchell has often intimated this, »!• 


;hough he has never given any facts to 
support the claim. 


"It was claimed before the strike com- 


mittee that the earnings of the anthra- 
cite miners were less than those in the 
bituminous field and similar assertions 
lave since been made. The commission 
'ound that 'there has been a. failure of 
testimony to support this proposition.' 
It is established by the official figures 
;hat the earnings of all classes of work- 
ers are much higher in the anthracite 
;han in the bituminous industry. The 
ast report of the secretary of internal 
iffnirs of the state of Pennsylvania con- 
tains the facts as to both industries for 
the year 1904." 
, 
<-. 


COMPARISONS MADE. 


The statement then quotes the figures 


referred to, of whicli the totals, omitting 
in the case of the anthracite industry the 
class of "employes in the breakers" be- 
cause there is no corresponding class of 
employes in the bituminous industry, are 
as follows: 


Average number of days worked, an- 


thracite, 231; bituminous, 188. 


Number employed, anthracite, 136,445; 


bituminous, 93,114. 


Wages, anthracite, $85,519.201; bitum- 


inous, $40,133,604. 


Average yearly 
earnings, anthracite, 


$026.77; bituminous, $431.02. 


Average 
daily earnings, anthracite, 


$2.71; bituminous, $2.29. 


The statement then gives the compari- 


son'annual e'arnings for all classes of la- 
bor, showing that the average eatings 
of the anthracite miners, exceed those of 
the bituminous miners by 03.73 per cent 
and the average earnings of classes of 
anthracite workers exceed those of all 
classes of bituminous workers by about 
30 per cent. 


:'Under these circumstances," the state- 


ment concludes, "there is no ground for 
the anthracite workers to claim that 
their compensation is inadequate." 


NOT WALKING ON TRACK 


But Pilot of Locomotive Struck 


Charles Groenke—Jury 


Blames no One. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle 'held an inquest 


at 10 o'clock this morning in the case of 
Charles M. Groenke, of Chestnut street, 
struck and killed by a Chicago & North- 
western railway south bound passenger 
train yesterday morning. 


The testimony developed that the old 


gentleman was walking ou the east side 
of the track, instead of on the track. Ap- 
parently the fireman and engineer believ- 
ed lie was far enough away so that the 
train would not strike him, but the ran- 
ger signal was sounded just the same. 
Thepilot 
struck 
him, however, 
and 


threSv him to one side, breaking almost 
every bone in hia body, and when the 
train stopped, backed and the man was 
examined, it WAS found he was dead. 


The jury rendered the following ver- 


dict: 


That Charles M. Groenke came to his 


death in the uity of Kacine on the 30th 
day of March, 1906, at about the hour of 
5:55 a. m., while walking on the right of 
way of the Chicago & Northwestern rail- 
•syay, by being struck by a locomotive 
running south on said Chicago & North- 
western railway, known as train No. 2, 
said Charles M. Groenke being struck 
about 60 feet south of St. Patrick street 
in said city of Racine, Wis. 


The jurymen were:

ron F. Blish, James S. Hendrie, Herman

The funeral will take place tomorrow 


afternoon at 1:30 from the hopse and at 
2 o'clock from the St.- John's Lutheran 
church on Erie street.

STRUGGLED ON SCAFFOLD 


Desperate Fight of Negro About 


to be Hung1 Watched by 


2000 People. 


BALTIMORE, March 31.—Isaac Wind- 


er, a negro, who was hanged at Towson, 
lust evening, made a desperate fight at 
the gallows to prevent the noose being 
placed about his neck, and even after 
the trap waa sprung he struggled to pre- 
vent the rope tightening about his neck. 


His struggles were witnessed 
by a 


crowd of !!,000 persons, who broke down 
the stockade about the gallows and pack- 
ed the narrow space to see the grew- 
some sight. Foremost in the ranks was 
a white woman. 


Up to the time Winder was marched 


to the scaffold he had appeared, almost 
happy, euting and smoking with enjoy- 
ment and admiring himself in his new 
clothes. At the gallows he insisted in 
having his photograph taken, all the time 
smiling as though he was not about to 
pay the penalty for the murder of Rine- 
hart. 


Arrived at the trap, however, he began 


a fierce struggle to avoid 
execution. 


First he sank on the trap and refused to 
move. Sheriff 
Elliott, Deputy 
Sheriff 


Anderson and Chief of Police Street la- 
bored with him in vain, and finally call- 
ed Officers Klceman and Scott to their 
assistance. Kleeman. who is a giant, lift- 
ed Winder clear off his feet. Winder's 
hands were tied in front of him, and 
.•hen the officers attempted to slip the 
noose over his head he raised his hands, 
clutched the knot and sought to prevent 
the executioners from getting it in place. 


Klceman then grabbed Winder's hands, 


and after a hard fight, during which the 
negro tried to bite him on the hand, 
broke Winder's grip. The noose was ad- 
justed about the murderer's neck, and 
before the crowd was aware of it the 
condemned man shot through the trap. 
Nine minutes later he was declared dead. 


When the shroud was pushed aside it 


was s*en that Winder "hod managed to 
work his right hand toward his throat, 
so that four fingers were under the rope, 
and he had tugged several times in an 
effort 
to release the pressure on his 


throat. 


Rev. 
Mr. Amos, the colored preacher 


who attended Winder and who wanted 
permission to exhibit his body in a 
church at 10 cents admission to raise a 
fund for his funeral expenses, has had 
several hundred post cards struck off 
with Winder's- portrait, which he is soil- 
ing at 30 cents each. 


A PUBLIC-EXECUTION. 


WAXAHATCHIE, Tex, 
March 31.— 


Albert. Johnson, colored, was executed 
yesterday afternoon for tlie murder of 
J. H. Taylor, ft white man, committed 
near this city last July. The execution 
was public and was witnessed by several 
thousand people, many of whom were 
from adjoining counties. 


DEED OF FRENZIED MAN 


Slays One Through Jealousy, 


Fatally Wounds Another 


and Kills Self. 


NEW YORK. March 31.—-In an insane 


fury caused by jealousy, James Aheran, 
34 years old, a. cabman, shot and instant- 
ly killed James Black, 54 years old, an 
upholsterer, in his flat at 229 East Sixty- 
third street, today, probably 
fatally 


wounded Mary 
Woods, 30 years old, 


Black's housekeeper, and then put a bul- 
let into his own brain. Aheran died two 
hours later. The woman is believed to 
be dying. Mary Woods formerly was 
Aheran's swtethenrt. She left him only 
a. short time ago to become housekeep- 
er for Black. 


Twice last night Aheran broke into 


Black's apartment each time in search of 
Mary Woods. On the first occasion he 
shot Black in. the nose, injuring him 
slightly and then ran away without hav- 
ing seen the woman. After the police 
for three hours had searched the neigh- 
borhood for the cabman and had relaxed 
their efforts, he returned to the flat and 
did the fatal shooting.

The 
telegrams from Indianapolis to John H. 
Winder and John Mitchell and Francis L. 
Kobbins, were discussed. At the couclu- 
ion of the meeting the president made 
the announcement through 'Secretary 
Loeb that there was nothing to say at 
this time. H was added thnt he had not 
as yet replied to either of the telegrams. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—President 


Roscvelt U noncommittal as to what ac- 
tion, if any, he will tako regarding the 
coal strike. It is known, however, that 
his replies to the telegrams received from 
Indianapolis will be to the effect that ho 
has the whole matter under considera- 
tion and it may be some days yet before 
he decides what, if anything, can be donu. 


WASHINGTON, Mark 30.—Prwiacnt 


Roosevelt today authorized the publica- 
tion of two telegrams received by him 
last night. 
One came from John IT. 


Winder, chairman of the bituminous coal 
operators' association at Indianapolis nnd 
the other from John Mitchell, president 
of the United Mine Workers' of America 
and Francis Ii. Bobbins, the largest coal 
operator in the Pitt-sburg dwlrict. Tlie 
telegram from Mr. Winder proposes that 
the president appoint a commission to in- 
vestigate ull matters which in the judg- 
ment of such commission had an import- 
ant bearing on the scale of wages which 
should be paid all classes of labor in coal 
mines of the territory involved. He pro- 
poses that the commission report to the 
president its finding of facts1 together 
with its recommendations nnd suggests 
that the commission have -power to ad- 
minister onths nnd compel the attendance 
of witnesses. 


The telegram signed by Messrs. Mitch- 


oil nnd Kobbins takes issue with the stnto- 
ment made in the telegram signed by Mr. 
Winder raying thnt it doos not represent 
the real fncts. They assert that one-half 
of the total tonnnge in Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois is pro- 
duced by operators who arc willing to 
pay the compromise scale. The president 
has taken no action in the matter as yet. 


CLAIM MISREPRESENTATION. 


The telegram of Mr. Winder 
simply 


transmits the resolutions adopted by tho 
eoal operators in ludinnnpolis, 'the text 
of which was published this morning. 


The telegram, from Messrs, Mitchell 


and Bobbins says: 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 29, inOO. 


Hon. Theodore Koosevelt: 


Responding to your suggestion we have 


fulfilled our highest duties as citizens of 
our country by advocating a bituminous 
coal scale on a reasonable compromise. 
We understand that a telegram has been 
sent to you tonight, purporting to speak 
for eighty per cent of the bituminous 
tonnage. That telegram dors not repre- 
»ent the real facts. At least one-half of 
tho total tonnage in Western Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Indiana nnd Illinois is produc- 
ed by operators who are willing to pay 
the compromise scale.

took much active part in their work. Mr. 
Grier did not know why they were reluc- 
tant about it, but intimated that they 
considered the work done by the Minis- 
ters' union and the Civic Federation as 
being outside the domain o£ religious 
work. 


APPROVES FEDERATION" WORK. 
Rev. ,T. .1. Kildsig, pastor of the Danish 


Luthenin Immanuel church on Lafayette 
avenue, said in part as follows:

"As far Kr T know there is nothing true 


in the statements with reference to the 
the Civic Federation; I think, thnt all 
the Lutheran ministers in the city are in 
full accordance with the work of the fed- 
eration.

The 
telegrams from Indianapolis to .lolm H. 
Winder and John Mitchell and Francis L. 
Robbins, were discussed. 
At the conclu- 


ion of the meeting the president made 
the 
announcement through Secretary 


Loeb that there was nothing to say at 
this time. It was added that he had not 
as yet replied to either of the telegrams. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—President 


Roscvelt is noncommittal as to \vhat ac- 
tion, if any, he will take regarding the 
coal strike. It is known, however, that 
liis replies to the telegrams received from 
Indianapolis will be to the effect that ho 
lias the whole matter under considera- 
tion and it may be some days yet before 
he decides what, if anything, can be done. 


WASHINGTON, MttrMi 30.—President 


Roosevelt today authorized the publica- 
tion of two telegrams received by him 
last night. 
One came from John IT. 


Winder, chairman of the bituminous coal 
operators' association at Indianapolis and 
the other from John Mitchell, president 
of the United Mine Workers' of America 
and Francis Ii. Bobbins, the largest coal 
operator in the Pittsburg district. The 
telegram from Mr. Winder proposes that 
the president appoint a commission to in- 
vestigate all matters which in the .judg- 
ment of such commission had an import- 
ant bonrinp on the scale of wages v.-hich 
should be paid all claoses of labor in coal 
mines of the territory involved. He pro- 
poses that the commission report to the 
president its finding of facts together 
with its recommendations and suggests 
that the commission have-power to ad- 
minister oaths and compel the attendance 
of witnesses. 


The telegram signed by Messrs. Mitch- 


ell and llobbins takes issue with the state- 
ment made in the telegram signed by Mr. 
Winder raying that it does not represent 
the real facts. They assert that one-half 
of the totnl tonnage in Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois is pro- 
duced by operators who are willing to 
pay the compromise scale. The president 
has taken no action in the matter a.'i yet. 


CLAIM MISREPRESENTATION. 


The telegram of Mr. Winder 
simply 


transmits the resolutions adopted by the 
coal operators in Indianapolis, 'tfio text 
of which was published this morning. 


The telegram, from 
Messrs, Mitchell 


and Robbins says: 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 29, 1000. 


Flon. Theodore Roosevelt: 


Responding to your suggestion we have 


fulfilled our highest duties as citizens of 
our country by advocating a bituminous 
coal scale on a reasonable compromise. 
We understand that a telegram has been 
Bent to you tonight, purporting to speak 
for eighty per cent of the bituminous 
tonnage. That telegram does not repre- 
fent the real facts. At least one-half of 
the total tonnage in Western Pennsylva- 
nia. Ohio, Indiana and Illinois is procVuc- 
eil by operators who are willing to pay 
the compromise scale.

PRESENT TIME INOPPORTUXE.

president occxipies the same position he 
has occupied for several weeks.

the present moment opportune for gov- 
ernment interference. 


The subject was discussed at the cabi-

It is evident that an optimistic view is 


held at the white house regarding the 
impending struggle. 
It is regarded, as 


doubtful that a strike, declared'at'this 
time, will prove as serious us'-'thnt oi 
three years ago. It is pointed out that 
the operators themselves are divided on 
the question and that there are indica- 
tion* that the serious aspect of the situ- 


may be resolved without govern- 


ment intervention. 


BAER WANTS TO KNOW. 


NEW YORK", March .30.—The follow- 


ing message signed by President George 
F. Baer of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad to John Mitchell, president of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
was made public at the offices of the rep- 
resentatives of the anthracite coal roads 
in this city today: 


PHILADELPHIA, 
March 30.—John 


Mitcliell, Indianapolis, Ind: 
Is it true 


that, pending negotiations', you have, as 
stated in the newspapers, ordered your 
followers not to work in the anthracite 
mines after April 1? 


(Signed) 
George F. Baer. 


It was also stated at the operators' 


headquarters here that neither Mr. Baer 
or any other of the presidents of the an- 
thracite coal carrying railroads lias yet 
received any word from Indianapolis tell- 
ing of the order for the hard coal miners 
to strike on Monday. 


It was reported in this city today that 


some of the anthracite railroads had pre- 
pared for the strike by hiring men to 
take the places of those who quit work, 
but this was denied at the operators' 
headquarters today. It was stated that 
some of the operators had suggested that 
a, constabulary force be enlisted as was 
done in the last great strike, but this 
was discouraged by a majority of the 
operators and they decided to rely en- 
tirely upon the state of Pennsylvania to 
protect their property dtfl-iirg the pro- 
jected strike. 


OPERATORS ARE INCENSED. 


The action of the Mitchell committee 


in ordering the strike, has aroused deep 
resentment among the coal 
operators, 


one of whom characterized it as "a piece 
of 
unpardonable folly," This operator 


intimated that the operators might re- 
fuse to accept the invitation of the com- 
mittee for 11 meeting here next Tuesday, 
unless the strike order is rescinded. , 


President Truesdale of the Delaware, 


Lackawanna and Western road said I 


"The mines , of the Lackawanna com- 


pany will be continued in operation on 
Monday next and the company will en- 
deavor to continue them in opeViitibn. 
•It is our purpose to have notices posted 
by the superintendents at the mines .as 
soon as possible notifying our employes 
that they may continue at work under 
the same conditions as now exist under 
the anthracite strike award." 


In spite of denials, it is persistently re- 


ported that two of the anthracite com- 
panies Imve prepared for trouble to the 
extent of engaging pump men to take 
the places of the strikers. 


It was reported today that the pricq 


of coal will be raised at once, but no 
confirmation of it could be obtained. 


COAL ROAD STOCKS BREAK. 


The stocks of the anthracite coal roads' 


broke severely 
at the 
opening of the 


stock market today. Jersey Central de- 
clined 3 points, Philadelphia and Read- 
ing 2>/j, and Delaware and Hudson 2. The 
entire market was heavy in sympathy 
with these declines. 


The Delaware and Laekawanna and 


Lehigh Valley Railroad companies today 
decided not to raise the present price of 
coal while their supplies hold out. To 
prevent as far as possible any corner and 
consequent rise in prices by jobbers or 
dealers 
all the anthracite roads 
have 


agreed not to sell more than a lixed 
quantity of coal at any one time. This 
is intended to enable them to better 
husband their resources.

Party of French Miners Found 


Alive Two Weeks After 


the Explosion. 


DIET OF HAY AND BARK 


KEPT THEM FEOM DEATH 


Couldn't See When First Brought to 


Surface—Terribly Haggard and 


Exhausted From Tlieir 


Sufferings. 


LENS, France, March 30.—Fourteen of 


the 1,200 miners who were entombed in 
the coal mines at Courriores twenty days 
ago were taken from the mine alive and 
well today. They had lived on hay found 
in one of the underground stables and 
the morsels of food which they took into 
the mine with them nearly three weeks 
ago. All attempts to rescue the entomb- 
ed had been abandoned more than two 
weeks ago. 


AMAZED BY SIGHT. 


The sudden appearance of the, impris- 


oned men caused stupefication. A gang 
of salvagers had just completed their 
night work, when they were startled to 
see a. group of miners, terribly haggard 
and exhausted and with eyes sunken, ap- 
pear from a remote part of pit No. 2. 


COULDN'T SEE AT FIRST. 


The strongest of tlie party said they 


had broken out 
of 
a. distant: gallery 


where they had been entombed since the 
disaster of March 10. The resetted men 
were taken up "the elevator, but were 'un- 
able to see owing to the dazzling day- 
light. The mine officials were deeply af- 
fected • as the weeping survivors were 
taken to a hospital. The men were able 
to,.talk feebly, but 
sensibly. They all 


oslced for news of relatives or friends and 
wished to go home immediately. The 
doctors, however, prevented them with 
diJficulty from so doing. Later crowds 
besieged the mines in the hope of hearing 
of further escapes, necessitating the em- 
ployment of a strong police force and 
detachments of troops to maintain order. 
It is said, that others of the entombed 
miners are alive and about to be brought 
out, their signals having been heard. 


ATE P.ARK AND HAY. 


One of the men rescued today., a man 


named Nemy, 
said that 'for the first 


eight days the part}' ate the bark off the 
timbering of the mine. Later they found 
the decomposed body of a horse which 
they cut up and ate with hay. 


The survivors brought up portions of 


the decomposed horse meat. 


AFTER THE KPLOSION. 


Nemy, who was thu most lucid of the 


miners who escaped, graphically" describ- 
ed their imprisonment as follows: 


"After the explosion I groped my way 


about stumbling over bodies and seeking 
refuge from the gases. 1 found some 
comrades sheltered in a remote niche. 
We ate earth und bark for eight days. 


"We continued to grope • among the 


bodies seeking for an outlet from our 
prison, but were forced back time and 
time aga.in. We found some hay which 
we ate and two days after we found a 
dead horse which we c,ut up nnd ate with 
the hay ami bark. We suffered most for 
the w'.'.nt of water. Finally we became 
desperate and separated into three pur- 
ties and communicated with each other 
by shouts. 


'•"Last night we felt a draft of fresh 


air which finally guided us to an open- 
ing." 


The doctors have forbidden the sur- 


vivors to do any further talking. Vast 
crowds of people surround the hospital 
where the escaped men arc being treated. 


ALL QUIT BECAUSE OF ONE 


GUHK of Italians i»u JSIectrle Line Strike— 


All I.cuvc City. 


Because one of their number refused 


to work and was discharged by the fore- 
man, between thirty and forty Italian 
laborers, 
employed by the 
Milwaukee 


.Electric Railway & Light Co., quit work 
this morning. 


The gang were brought here some time 


ago and were given lodgings on tlie old 
trunk factory building at the corner of 
Lake avenue and Second street, also fur- 
nished fuel and paid $1.75 per day. They 
were engaged raising the tracks and im- 
proving the road on the line between this 
city and Kenosha. Every morning they 
were taken down on a special -car and 
brought back at night. 


This morning they were at work when 


one of the. crowd refused to get out of 
the car and go to work. After the fore- 
man had requested him to work a num- 
ber of times and lie positively refused, 
he was discharged. -The whole gang wont 
on a strike unless the man M*as rein- 
stated. This the foreman refused to con- 
cede and the men were all brought to 
the city except three, who decided to 
work. 


• The crowd has been hanging .around 
th<^ lodging place all day and will un- 
doubtedly leave the city ore one of tlie 
boats tonight. On account of the trou- 
ble work on the road was abandoned. 
For the past year the railway company 
has had difficulty with this class of men. 
They, are a lazy and indolent ga.ng and 
cannot positively ea-rn over .$1.50 a day, 
but as men are scarce all over the coun- 
try tlie railway is forced to hire and pay 
61icra.jjl.75,. 


AGED MAN THE VICTIM 


Charles Groenke is Eiin Down 


and Killed by Train. 


Engineer Sounds .Warning-, But it Was 


Unheeded—The Body Found. 


Terribly Mangled. 


Leaving his home, 1648 Chestnut street 


about o o'clock this 
morning, Charles 


Groenke, nged 00 years, started for his 
work, being employed at the Belle City 
Malleable Iron Co. He took the right 
of way of the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway. 
When a short distance south 


of Kewaunee street passenger train No. 
2, bound south and due at the depot at 
5:33, came thundering down the track, 
running unusually fast, 
being 
behind 


time. Engineer Walton of the train saw 
the man and sounded the danger whistle 
and the bell was ringing, but the old man 
evidently did not hear the train and be- 
fore the air brakes could be applied and 
the train stopped he was struck and 
thrown one hundred feet to the east side 
of the track, almost striking the fence. 


BODY TERRIBLY MANGLED. 


Of course the train was stopped as 


soon as'possible and the crew went back 
and later Conductor E. W. Moy and En- 
gineer Walton reported the accident to 
the railway officials at the depot and 
went on with the train to Chicago. The 
police office was notified, the patrol wag- 
on went out and got Coroner Hoyle and 
hurried to the scene and the bodj1 was 
taken to the undertaking parlors of Bay- 
erman & Krug. 


It was terribly mangled, the face be- 


ing crushed and there was hardly a bone 
in the body not broken. Dr. McNitt, lo- 
cal surgeon of the railway, made an ex- 
amination of the remains and noted the 
injuries and will 'report to the corpora- 
tion as is always customary in snch 
cases. 


, ALWAYS WALKED ON TRACK. 
The dead man has been a resident of 


Racine for more than twenty years and 
was well and favorably known on the 
west side. He had been employed at the 
Belle. City Malleable Iron Co., in the fin- 
ishing room, and it was customary for 
him to walk on the railway tracks to his 
place of employment on .account of the 
distance being shorter than by another 
way. 


There survives the deceased a wife, 


two daughters nnd five sonsi, all living 
in Eacine, also a brother and other rela- 
tives. 
On account of it not being possi- 


ble to get tlie train crew here today the 
inquest was adjourned until tomorrow. 


A son of the dead man did not know 


that his father was instantly killed, for 
three hours later lie rushed into the un- 
dertaking parlors and breathlessly asked 
if his father was ypt dead. When ans- 
wered in the affirmative lie hurried out 
and started for home, to apprise his 
mother and others of the terrible news.

OUTSIDE THEIR DOMAIN. 


• Rev. A. C. Grier made a statement 
much in accordance with that of Mr. 
Manaton, and said that there never was 
any time in the history of the two so- 
cieties when the 
Lutheran 
clergymen 


took much active part in their work. Mr. 
Grier did not know why they were reluc- 
tant about it, but intimated that they 
considered the work done by the Minis- 
ters' union and the Civic Federation as 
being outside the domain oi religious 
work. 


APPROVES FEDERATION WORK. 
Rev. J. J. Kildsig, pastor of the Danish 


Lutheran Immanuel church on Lafayette 
avenue, said in part as follows: 
« 


"As far as I know there is nothing true 


in the statements with reference to the 
the Civic Federation; I think, that all 
the Lutheran ministers in the city are in 
full accordance with the work of the fed- 
eration. 
I myself am the only member 


of the executive committee of that feder- 
ation of the Lutheran denomination, but 
I do think that other Lutherans are op- 
posed to the work. 


"With reference to the Ministers' un- 


ion, it is a little different. I think. 
It 


may be that the rest of the members of 
that union consider us Lutherans mem- 
bers. Rev. Eokert and I Imve been the 
only Lutheran ministers who have at- 
tended tlie meetings of the union; we 
never applied for membership, and we 
never paid any dues to the imion. 
I 


think that, as far as tlie union is concern- 
ed, the interest tnken in it by the Luth- 
erans is very little. 
We Scandinavian 


Lutheran ministers have formed a union 
among ourselves which does not in anv 
manner co-opcrntc with the Ministers' 
union." 


When asked as to Rev. Eekert's posi- 


tion in tho matter, Mr. Kildsig answered: 
"I think that Mr. Eckert has taken ex- 
ception to the work done by the union. 
He has, like myself, been attending the 
meetings, but never been a member." 


NOTIFICATION COMING. 


Rev. Mr. Eckert was then seen; he 


said: 


"I, and I 'think, most of us Lutheran- 


ministers, take the position that we can- 
not affiliate with tho union for reasons 
which I do not cure publicly to state. I 
am informed that the newly organized 
union of Scandinavian Lutheran minist- 
ers at their next meeting will notify tlie 
.public thn.t they are not in any manner 
responsible for attitudes taken by the 
Ministers' union as little as by the Civic 
Federation. 


"We Lutherans do not take any official 


interest in political matters, and for this 
reason cannot be in accordance with the 
work pursued by the Civic Federation. 
But there are, as I intimated, other rea- 
Rons which I do not care to state pub- 
licly." 


ARE FOR CIVIC BETTERMENT. 
Rev. C. H. Jensen, president of 
the 


Luther college, said that he never did 
have anything actively to do with either 
organization, nnd he had his reason for 
it. Personallyhe was not opposed to the 
work of tho federation.

mit suicide. The tribesmen gathered on 
a plateau covered with snow and ice and 
in the darkness of the arctic winter the 
Spartan decision was executed, 
not a 


single member of the two tribes surviv- 
ing. 


Mora revolting still is the story ol 


what occurred in a family of the Ukay- 
hir tribe. A mother and nine of her 
children having died of hunger, the fath- 
er, a surviving daughter and a nephew 
lived upon the remains and when they 
were consumed the father consumed the 
nephew. 


A Russian named Dolganoff who went 


to the region to buy furs reported the 
situation to the authorities at Yakutsk, 
Siberia. He entered a snow hut of a 
Yukahir family while the latter were 
eating the head of a murdered relative.

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THE MEAT TRUST CASES, 


All the long drawn out proceedings in 


the matter of the indicted Chicago pack- 
ers on charges of conspiracy and operat- 
ing ri trust terminate*! in victory for the 
packers. It is remembered this case first 
commenced nearly fonr years ago and 
with varying proceedings, sometimes the 
packers being ahead and sometimes the 
government, but the government most 
ably assisted by the attorney general of 
the United States in person, loses the 
meat of the case tin-ought the decision 
of Judge Humphrey that the packers I 
swearing they were compelled to give 
testimony in the Garficld investigation, 
and by so doing were promised immunity, 
such testimony cannot be considered. 


Tho effect of this that all the indicted 


men are released and the legal principle 
established that in any government in- 
vestigation testimony given by witnesses 
cannot bo utilized 
to their detriment, 


nor can such testimony be considered. 
But, and then; is a but, any indictments 
against the corporations may stand if 
such indictments have been secured. In 
the present condition of legislation, as 
it may ellY'ct corporations, trusts, and 
trade conspiracies, or of corporations 
evjulitig the interstate commerce law, 
convictions secured .against such in fact 
amount to but a trillc. If tho loading 
oll'endors may be released if indicted, 
merely through their giving testimony 
and without such testimony or examina- 
tion of the books of concerns, convictions 
are practif-ally impossible, it can be seen

whatever. It is not, of course, presumed 
for a. moment that the constitutional 
provisions which say citizens cannot be 
compelled to give testimony if thereby 
such testimony incriminates themselves 
.is to be nullified, but different states now 
havo laws which absolutely compel citi- 
zens to give testimony in proceedings, 
but still at the same time, while sueh 
testimony may be used in aiding convic- 
tion, in person every such witness is ful- 
'ly protected by the federal constitution. 


In this Chicago case it is stated pro- 


ceedings may be had as against the re~ 
spoctivo corporations which were indict- 
ed, but without the testimony secured 
by the government. This will be of but 
very little avail. Again the present law 
affords slight punishment for 
offenses 


charged to have been committnd. What 
is a fine, to a great trust. Simply noth- 
ing, 
for trusts have been fined be/ore. 


"it is becoming very clear our federal 


constitution will need amending if the 
country is to ever secure the effectual 
termination of trust practice* o£ the va- 


rious methods of trade conspiracies by 
which fair competition is injured, and 
those outside' the' combinations, whether 
trusts or not, .or"'how'the corporations 
become grouped as common, whether by 
purchase or agreement, are crushed and 
driven out of business. The methods em- 
ployed arc now well known to most 
men. 
' 
• 
. 


• Again, as to the tenor and effect of 
this Judge Humphrey decision, it might 
ba said that in different states certain 
processes arc employed, generally known 
as tho discovery statutes, by means 'of 
which plaintiffs may compel the defend- 
ant to produce his books of original en- 
try or other evidence which will shed 
any information upon the case. 
The 


defendants under certain code proceed- 
ings may do the same thing and compel 
plaintiffs to produce certain documentary 
evidence or books, both of which code 
practices it would seem to the unskilled 
layman accomplished this very purpose 
of compelling witnesses to testify against 
themselves. The proceedings may not be 
criminal, but any testimony squeezed 
out by legal processes which enable the 
judges and juries to imbibe serious pre- 
judices against cither plaintiff or defend- 
ants emanating 
from witnesses most 


concerned, are closely allied to the' con- 
stitutional inhibition of compelling wit- 
nesses to testify, if thereby such convict 
themselves. 


It might seem from the decision in the 


case of the Genera,! Paper Company 
trust that officials of the alleged trust 
cannot stand behind the protection of 
the federal constitution as to testifying. 
A decision handed down by the United 
States supreme court might be of some 
effect in this Chicago meat packers' 
trust case. The. decision in the case of 
the paper combine was to the effect that 
its officials personally were entitled to 
all the immunities laid down by tho con- 
stitution, but that such witness could 
not take the advantage of his testimony 
in shielding bis corporation. 
It is no 


excuse, said the highest court in the 
union, that such testimony might .con- 
vice the corporation; 
the immunity 6X7 


tends no further than, the security of 
the individual himself. 


What the supreme court said in this 


paper trust case is of the greatest in- 
terest as regards testimony of officials 
or employes. In effect the court held: 
"That the fifth amendment to the con- 
stitution, which provides that no person 
shall be compelled in a criminal case to 
be a witness against himself, does not 
apply to a corporation; that a corpora- 
tion has not the right to secrecy like 
an individual; that every government 
creating a corporation has a right to in- 
spect its books and papers, and to find 
whether it has violated the law of its 
creation, and in analogy to this the fed- 
eral government has a right to be al- 
ways informed as to whether it has vio- 
lated any of the federal laws, and may 
inquire into tho management and com- 
pel its officers to produce books and pa- 
pers. 


'•The court held that the immunity of 


the fifth amendment applied to the wit- 
ness, but that he could not take advan- 
tage of it in favor of the corporation, 
his principal; that the witness was pro- 
tected by tho immunity statute, which 
provides that no person shall be prose- 
cuted on account of anything in relation 
to which he shall testify or furnish evi- 
dence, documentary or otherwise. But 
this immunity did not extend to fihe cor- 
poration, and that it was no excuse that 
the testimony might tend to convict the 
corporation." 


In this case the court decided'.the tes- 


timony 
offered 
by 
the 
government 


showed a combination antagonistic 
to 


the laws, evidently the government.tes- 
timony being assisted by that given by 
tho paper officials. 


But so far the penalties provided for 


offending person, firms and corporations 
and public carriers are- very slight com- 
pared to the great injuries inflicted up- 
on the general public. 


H13PI-BI/ICAJV CITY TICKET, 


' Three great questions that should re- 


ceive the serious consideration of every 
voter come up for the people's endorse- 
ment at the election on Tuesday. 


One of the questions is the ratification 


or rejection of the Dunn pocket ballot 
and coupon voting system. The whole 
text of the law was published in last 
Monday's Journal, and will appear again 
in next Monday's paper. The law is so 
complex and cumbersome, so expensive, 
that it should be killed. . The voters have 
become used to the Australian ballot, 
and to further befuddle them with an- 
other plan of voting, which, while it may 
have a few points to its credit, has the 
disadvantage of not being a secret bal- 
lot. The law provides for different col- 
ored cardboard for the coupons for the 
different parties, and' further provides 
that the envelope must bo sealed in the 
presence of the inspectors. There would 
bo. but little difficulty in the inspectors 
noting the color of the coupons voted, n.s 
the voter steps out into the presence of 
the inspectors and there seals his ballot. 
The law deserves a vigorous "no" at the 
hands of the voters. 


The question of one alderman from 


each ward is in the interests of better 
government. The council is now too cum- 
bersome a body with twenty-two mem- 
bers, and the work will be expedited 
with a smaller number. As -the alder- 
men have voted themselves salaries, the 
expense to 'the city will be doubled if 
two aldermen are retained. It is not be- 
lieved there will be any question of this 
measure carrying. 


The other question, the matter of is- 


suing $50,000 -bonds for paving, should 
carry by a large majority. 
It is true 


that many who are now living on paved 
streets are opposing more bonds. It is 
certainly to their discredit that they. 


•having benefited at the hands of the peo- 
ple, should seek to withhold the bene- 
fits of paving from taxpayers in other 
portions of the city. 
Let every tax- 


payer turn in and help redeem the city 
from this terrible mud. A vote for the 
bonds will result in the paving of five 
or six streets this year, and that much 
toward the permanent beautifying of 
the city. 


Although winning their nomination 


without the aid of caucus or convention, 
the candidates on the republican ticket 
that'will come before the people on next 
Tuesday are deserving of the loyal sup- 
port of every republican in th'e city, and 
it should be the duty of every member 
of that party to turn out and help elect 
good men to office. 
While it : is true; 


that the party made no nomination for 
the office of city treasurer, the head of 
the ticket, evidently being satisfied that 
the present democratic incumbent, Mr. 
demons, should succeed himself, there 
are republicans further down the ticket 
that need the support of all party vot- 
ers. 
In some of the wards the repub- 


licans have as • their adversaries demo- 
crats, in others social democrats, and in 
some wards both. 


The republican candidates for aldermen 


and supervisor are good men, and should 
be elected. 
In another column of this 


paper will be found a list of nominees, 
as they will appear on the machines. 
The republican ticket will be ranged on 
the party line "0," and the voter by 
pulling the knob "C" will vote the re- 
publican ticket. 
Whereas in the case 


of city treasurer, and in the 
Fourth 


ward on the ward ticket, no republican 
nominations were made, the republicans 
have their choice between the democratic 
and social democratic nominees. 


Every republican, and every citizen 


for that ma.tter, owes a duty to his city 
and state to vote on questions submit- 
ted. 


The voter should vote against the 


pocket ballot law, should .vote, for one 
alderman, and cast his vote for the is- 
suing of paving bonds. 


A justice of the supreme court is to

Mr. Timlin, the Milwaukee candidate; 


has received the endorsement of the Ra- 
cine bar, and it is likely that his vote 
in this city will be larger than that of 
any other candidate. 


SOME SOUMCE IS liESPOSSlBI/E, 
It having been held to be good law 


that county commissioners or supervi- 
sors have the right to grant franchises 
to public corporations with or without 
compensation, and the franchise covering 
the entire width of the road, that is 
tracks may be laid in the middle or along 
the side so that would be sidewalk space 
in the cities, may be occupied, the conten- 
tion is made the public service corpora- 
tion is not liable for any damages result- 
ing to property owners whatever. Many 
CELScs are known where valuable shade 
trees planted along the roadside have 
been wholly destroyed, and all access 
by vehicles to the front gates of resi- 
dences along the right of way barred by 
the tracks.

If these im- 
provements are for the benefit of the gen- 
eral public, there should be no legal rea- 
son why this public should not put up 
for all. resultant damages.

tion has been put up by aggrieved prop- 
erty owners that where they have in 
good faith planted shade trees, some very 
valuable when fully grown, that they 
are fully entitled to what would be a 
sidewalk space if the number o{ resi- 
dences permitted, as are tne citizens in 
a city. 
Therefore, when corporations, 


cut them down someone .should be legal- 
ly responsible for damages. If the road- 
way is so narrow the county officials au- 
thorize the tracks to be laid on the aide, 
and in this case necessarily close up to 
the front line, barring access to tjie pub- 
lic, as the term would be understood for 
temporary 
purposes, some responsible 


source should exist from which proper 
damages could bo collected. As it is, the 
public are illy protected from the ra- 
pacity of corporations anil gross neglect 
and indifference of constituted authori- 
ties. 


OUR EXCOtmAGING FOREIGN 


TH-AtHE, 


Our foreign trade never before in the 


history of the country was 
so pros- 


perous, for not only the export figures 
show a large increase, but the import 
figures in also showing increases do 
not mark the large proportionate gain 
of the exports, and yet sufficiently large 
to plainly mark the sustaining power of 
our people to indulge in foreign articles 
and further to mark the fact that our 
manufacturing interests are also greatly 
prospering because for tho fact it is nec- 
essary to import so largely of certain 
raw and partly raw materials. 


Tho official figures for .January give 


the total exports at $170,592,187, and 
the imports at $106,521,350. 
These fig- 


ures are to be compared with those for 
the same mouth of lust year with .?123,- 
097,38?, as to the exports and for the 
imports $98,342,870. 
The comparison 


discloses marked gains over January of 
1005, those in the exports being $4G,D94,- 
304 and in the imports $8,784,483. 


The official figures for the period from 


July ,1 to January ], or the first seven 
months of the present fiscal year, give 
the total exports at $1,056,613,950, and 
the total imports at §695,724,475. These 
figures compare with those for the same 
period of the previous fiscal year as to 
the exports, $901,190,026, and as to the 
imports $825,014,513. A comparison thus 
disclosing the handsome gain of $155,- 
423,933 in the exports arid a gain of 
$89,809,9621 in. the imports. The ability 
of the country 
to buy abroad 
and 


the necessity of our manufacturing in- 
terests to buy abroad certain raw ma- 
terials and partly manufactured mater- 
ials accounts for the gain in the im- 
ports, but still the healthy proportion 
of our foreign trade is clearly shown 
in the gain in our sales of products and 
manufactured goods abroad of over twice 


much as were the gains in the im- 


ports, or what we bought abroad. 


The greatest guin in our exports for 


the seven months' period was in manu- 
facturing, the figures having been for the 
period in the previous fiscal year $510,- 
001,096, and for the present fiscal year 
$019,805,958. The manufacturing figures 
show a comfortable gain, those for 1905 
first seven months having been $302,- 
803,253, and for this last seven months 
$340,213,795. 
There were also gains in 


mining, and in the fisheries and losses 
in the forests and miscellaneous. There 
are reasons for believing that the ex- 
ports and imports for the present fiscal 
year when completed will show the larg- 
est volume of trade the country ever en- 
joyed, for even our Chinese trade which 
had been charged was badly injured, 
showed a comfortable increase over the 
previous year. 


In the imports for this seven months' 


period food and live stocK show a de- 
crease of $4,500,000, crude articles an in- 
crease of $19,100,000, partial manufac- 
tured articles an increase of $8,032,000, 
manufactured articles an 
increase . o£ 


$24,200,000, and luxuries an increase of 
$13,800,000. 


OVE WAY IN KSGI/AXD. 


It does not appear in the light of re-: 


cent revelation that British politics is 'tci 
be credited with that purity as repre- 
sented over here. It has been related 
numbers of times that the British law 
known as a corrupt practice act was very 
drastic in its provisions to the extent the 
amount of money that could be legally 
u=ed in campaigns was very limited, one 
of its provisions forbidding candidates 
even to pay for music, carriages to bring 
voters to the polls, and other items le- 
galized over here. This severe law to reg- 
ulating election campaigns has. been en- 
forced as it is stated more than one sup- 
posed elected member of parliament has 
been thrown out because of the illegal 
n.»o of money. Monej' from certain de- 
scribed sources could not 
be solicited 


from and as for corporations contributing 
this has been unknown. So that under 
the law political committees would be 
supposed to have a weary time of it. 


But there is alwnys a wsiy to boat the 


low even in old England and one way 
they get around the difficulty in securing 
contributions to defray expenses and cer- 
tain expenses perhaps not described ex- 
actly, is by means of a method that Am- 
ericans would call a slick device of beati- 
ing the law. 


It seems from time to time over in 


England the king or queen signs a hatch 
of parchments conferring titles of no- 
bility and often Americans have wonder- 
ed how it was some personages promi- 
nent in trade and commerce and some 
not prominent at all, secured these ti- 
tles. How they did is now told in the 
story that political parties in England 
promise titles to wealthy supporters of 
their ease in return for value received, 
find it is charged that the political funds 
of Bill four have been enriched by over 
$2,000,000 received from individuals who 
were enabled by act of the sovereign, the 
list of names being known as the "honor 
list." 


The account as told in a recent tele- 


gram recites the above statement and 
goes on to say that 


"Bnrrm Leo Stern, who is unknown to 


the public and never occupied any public 
position or rendered any public service, 
paid, it is said $500,000 to tho unionist 
fund for his baronetcy a couple of years 
ngo. Now he has contributed $1,500,000 
more for a peerage. This money is con- 
tributed to what is known as the Carlton 
Club Fund. 
Thus unionists fan face a 


general election with a full purse. Of 
course the peerages and decorations con- 
ferred upon ex-ministers and distinguish- 
ed officials are given gratis. 


The same system is followed by. the 


liberals. Sir Henry 
Campbell-Banner- 


man, the new premier, has already recom- 
mended several liberal millionaires for 
peerage—Sir 
Christopher Furness, Sir 


James Joieey. Sir James Kitson and Sir 
Westman "Pearson, the great railway con- 
tractor, and their gratitude will take the 
form of colossal contributions to the lib- 
eral campaign fund." 


As this same item says the expenses of 


a general election in England costs as 
high as $4,000,000 and considering such 
expenditures ns may be stretched under 
the Jaw, it may be possibly inferred there 
are some sorts of influences brought that 
might not be legally described. 


IMMIGRATION SHOULD BE COW- 


TROIAE'D. 


To preserve America for Americans 


seems -o be. a rallying cry just now, and 
it is not at all being confined to men 
of one political party. There has been 
strenuos efforts at least to amend the 
naturalization laws and such a bill has 
passed one branch of congress, one fea- 
ture providing for the naturalization 
a.lonc in the federal courts and of mak- 
ing the full five years requisite for cit- 


izenship, this inferring there were to be 
no more first papers granted. 


At the rate of a million a year of 


late the tide of immigration has been 
pouring in this country with very little 
restriction, the by far greater part com- 
ing from the more southern European 
countries and mostly ignorant, with il- 
literacy predominating. Foreign govern- 
ments together with these foreign steam- 
ship lines are openly encouraging the 
immigration of nil they can reach. Even 
some of these governments have entered 
into contracts, it is charged, with the 
steamship lines to take away from their 
countries the honles of their own un- 
desirables and bring them to the United 
States. 


Still, even this is not the worst, for 


in Austria-Hungary it is charged that 
church authorities and government offi- 
cials are urging their own people who 
are forming colonies over here, not to 
become naturalized, but to remain sub- 
jects of their old government. 
Public 


sentiment iu the United States should 
succeed in making itself more potent 
upon this highly important matter. It 
should reflect more successfully upon 
congressmen and senators, but while pe- 
tition after petition pours into congress 
their kind of reception is not encourag- 
ing to official action very soon. 


A national law requiring a full five 


years' residence before voting in any 
state, and even at that time, requiring 
a knowledge of the applicant to read the 
English language and speak it reason- 
ably plain, is certainly not going too far 
in protecting American citizenship, and 
neither would be an additional bar in 
that no alien could legally hold real 
estate by deed. 
But the continuation 


in this country of immigrants remaining 
foreign subjects is a menace to our gov- 
ernment and an ever-present source of 
trouble. 
To restrict immigration and 


to provide safeguards is a plain duty. 


A QUESTIONABLE LIBERTY, 


The newer spirit of Russian liberties as 


affects the rights of the people to ex- 
press opinions, of the suppression of the 
former ruthless methods pf imprisoning 
citizens and of a higher liberty, of the 
press, seems from many accounts 'to be 
of a rather misty order. Assemblage,s-of 
citizens have been summarily suppressed, 
even constitutional assemblages, those 
permitted by the newer laws, have by the 
police been stopped at certain points, and 
as for the newspapers, while they are 
at liberty to print the news, they" must 
before printing such, absolutely verify all 
reports and telegraphic matter. 
If this 


' is not done they assume a great risk for 


terrorism, it is certainly time, if they re- 
fuse to surrender, to wipe them out to 
a man. 


A Kansas man. convicted of drunken- 


ness, has been sentenced to stay a week 
in bed. While this is a novel means of 
punishment and may be made light of 
by many, it may prove to be a salutary 
penalty. One wonders though if 
the 


judge had any idea of punishing 
the 


man's family when he ordered hie form- 
er prisoner to remain in bed a week. A 
sentence of this sort really means more 
of an infliction upon the people under 
the man's roof than it does upon the re- 
cipient of the sentence. 


It is evident the sentiment at Madi- 


son in favor of football of the strenuous 
variety is of a decided type. The dem- 
onstrations Tuesday night evidence the 
fact that the relations between the stu- 
dints and the faculty are none too good. 
All the big colleges should act together 
in this matter of athletic reform.' JCo 
wonder there is displayed ill' will and dis- 
gust on the part of the students when 
they know one college allows the very 
things their own institution debars. 


How it ia done in Kansas is shown in 


testimony that oil producers or refiners 
independent of the octopus shipping for 
instance to Weber in their state pay but 
10% cents, but if shipping only seven 
miles further to Superior, Neb., have to 
pay 30 centir; that the rate from Chan- 
ute to Kansas City, Kan., is 9'/4 cents, 
but to Kansas City, Mo., just a mile 
further is 31% cents. This is the way 
things are juggled to crush the independ- 
ents. 


It seems the biblical times are still 


with us in isolated cases. A man in Cal- 
ifornia, a bachelor until 80, married and

American newspapers not of the yel- 


low' variety at least, endeavor to restrict 
from their columns accounts, salacious in 
their character, and on the face of it, 
only news emanating from reputable 
press associations 
and correspondents. 


They do not verify all their dispatches 
and. correspondence because such would 
be an impossibility, but on the fact of 
things, endeavor to cast out improper 
matter. The by far greater bulk of news 
matter for a majority 
of newspapers, 


those who from their field cannot main- 
tain special correspondence at important 
points, comes through the 
Associated 


Press, an orgnnization entirely reputable 
and which serves many of the daily news- 
papers of the country. There are a num- 
ber of other press organizations serving 
dispatches also reputable and which en- 
deavor to refrain from sending out im- 
proper news. But the great Associated 
Press serves the majority and this is a 
national organ of the greatest repute. 


It does not appqar ns yet Russia has a 


national news gathering organization, 
but the newspapers over there in their 
own interests should organize and estab- 
lish one, and then demand from 
their 


government the news purveyed to them 
by wire and letters from this association, 
immune them from a (rip to 
Siberia. 


They must organize in self defense or 
perish, while the Russian. government 
should give better evidence of good faith. 


CROP GUESSES MAY BE STOPPED, 
One of the recommendations of the 


Keep Commission investigating govern- 
mental departments was that the depart- 
ment of agriculture should confine it's 
work to only reporting the conditions of 
the growing crops, and not in that of 
making the monthly estimates of the 
crop yields. The scandals growing out 
of this latter feature has seriously at- 
tracted the attention of the country, for 
there so far has not been found any way 
ot! preventing leaks. 
But even With no 


leaks the publication of the«e estimates 
almost invariably greatly unsettles the 
great stock and grain boards and for- 
tunes are made and lost, and to outside 
grain speculators the losses .are large. 
This gambling advantage is not that in- 
tended, of course, but the market re- 
ports the day after these announcements 
are proof that no good whatever is ren- 
dered to the masses of the population, 
but positive harm. 


If congress enacted some effective law 


absolutely forbidding any department of 
the government to indulge in this sort 
of guess work, no matter if coming from 
the 65,000 crop reporters, the secretary 
of agriculture says he lias, it, would be 
a most righteous law and one certainly 
to bo approved of very generally. 


The latest account of CL battle with na- 


tive's of the Philippines whore the nuik- 
est treachery was practiced by a tribe 
called Pulajanes shows that the only 
way to pacify an island where these out- 
laws defy all authority is to extermin- 
ate the whole 'miserable brood. It is 
not as if they were being subjugated 
and made slaves of. The United Status 
is only trying to bring peace and happi- 
ness, and if a few desire to keep the na- 
tives of an entire island in a state of 


In view of a recent court decision in 


Chicago wherein a verdict 
of 
$17,000 


against three saloon keepers, given a 
family of a man who had drank himself 
to death, buying liquor at their places, 
was reversed because it was not proven 
that the "beer" sold was "lager beer," it 
is no wonder that the average citizen 
has a contempt for the so-called techni- 
calities of the law. 


The coal operators sny that the'public 


will have to foot the bill if the miners' 
demands are met. As the public has no 
exact way of knowing just how true this 
statement is, the dear people are pre- 
pared to pay the freight, no 
matter 


whether there is justice or injustice in 
the miners' demands. 


A girl in Russia who had been arrest- 


ed, probably because she had uttered in- 
cendiary threats, told the judges that 
she would rather be sentenced to death 
than undergo further the tortures she 
had been subjected to. What a lament- 
able commentary on an alleged civilized 
countrv! 


There is probably no harder worked 


person in the country today than the 
spring poet who is racking his brain to 
grind out some rhymes which will be ac- 
ceptable to the generally alleged unap- 
preciative publisher. 


The Chicago press is discussing the 


cai?c of a holdup who only obtained ten 
ceiots from his victim. He merits a long 
term in prison just as much as the man 
who performed the same act and mulcted 
his victim of .$1,000. 


District Attorney Jerome declares that 


there is too much hysteria in this coun- 
try at present regarding 
graft, insur- 


ance evils, etc. Well, it has been a long 
time coming, so it is no wonder that the 
people are somewhat wrought up. 


Reports from Russia indicate the elec- 


tions for the national assembly which is 
to meet in April were a veritable farce. 
the troops intcrferring and violence used 
to prevent many entitled to vote from 
so doing.

Fish Salad.—Use any cold fiah that 


may- bo left; free from skin and bones, 
ilnke and serve on lettuce leaves with 
mayonnaise. If there is a scant supply, 
add chopped hard-boiled eggs or sar- 
dines,, and it is very nice with minced 
eabbngc or celery. Also may be served 
in cabbage cups, or with cress. 


Prune Pudding.—Wash nnd soak one 


cup of prunes; stew until the stones slip 
out; chop; add the whites of three or 
four eggs beaten stiff with n small cup 
of sugar; bake in a buttered'dish about 
half an hour or in a buttered mold,. Turn 
out and serve cold with crciim or a 
boiled custnrd. 


Perfection Cake.—Cream half.a cup of

THE CHILDREN- WHO TOIL. 


In America today there are probably 
,000.000 children working in the mines, 
'actories and stores', says Robert Uuu- 
,cr in the World's Work. . They have 
been, with rare exceptions, reared in 
overty. 
Many of their brothers and 


misters hat- died from lack of proper nu- 
.rition and because of insanitary homes. 
But these little toilers are those who 
save survived in the face of the evils 
)f insanitary conditions aud of unwhole- 
some and insufficient food. Before readi- 
ng che age when they sire naturally to 
lave the incentive which inspires men 
to go out and Labor, they are sent into 
the workshops. They are not fathers, 
illed with the desire to gain for them- 
•=ulves and their families a. sure economic 
foothold in the world of men; they arc 
;ot, as men tire, ambitious because of 
.heir love for another or because of 
heir desire to provide for dependent 
wife or children; they do not feel those 
jrimal incentives which actuate adults 
n their struggle for livelihood; they are 
not seeking a home of their own, nor do 
:!icy 
realize the economic conditions 


w'lich demand that they shall make pro- 
risions for the future. They are tender, 
liulf-formed, 
half-grown, 
thoughtless, 


play-loving children, without sense of 
responsibility, without tense of future 
needs, taken by other hands from the 
playgrounds which they love, aud forced 
Lo begin a life of toil, the real, meaning 
of which they know not, and which for 
them may end only in the days of their 
infirmity and on the. eve of death. 


It would be absurd to imagine that we 


understand the 
full meaning of child 


slavery. We may know isolated cn=es of 
tragedy; we may know tome of its evils: 
but we can have no notion of what it 
may mean to the world that 1,000,000 
children are at the very time of adoles- 
cence taken from learning and play to 
be imprisoned in factories, mines and 
stores. The psychologists 
neglect this 


tremendously important phase of child 
psychology and give their attention al- 
most solely to the more favored children 
who remain in school. We know little 
of the real physical, mental and moral 
evils which affect the lives of the less 
fortunate children.

Chicken Biscuit.—A new and palatable 


dish is chicken biscuit. Dress and joint 
a plump broiler, salt, pepper and roll in 
flour, then put one and one-half cupfuls 
of boiling water into a small skillet, lay 
the fowl in and put in a lump of butter 
half the size of a hen's egg. Cover and 
•set on the stove while you make some 
biscuit dough that, rolled half an inch 
thick, will just cover the "chicken and 
fit inside the skillet. Cut across twice 


ith a sharp knife, set inside the oven, 


and by the time the dough bakes the 
chicken will be done. A young broiler 
rill be cooked in fifteen minutes' time 
if the fire is hot. 


Banana Custard.—Make a plain boiled 


custard of the yolks of three eggs to the 
pint of milk; have the bananas cut in 
thin slices, sugared and chilled. 
Pour 


the cold custard over, beat the whites 
stiff, add three tablespoonfuls of sugar 
and spread on top. 


Wheat Griddle Cakes.—Mix well a pint 


of flour, a teaspoonful of soda and one 
of salt; add a pint of sour milk and the 
beaten yolks of two eggs; lastly, stir 
in the beaten whites of the eggs and 
bake on a hot, greased griddle. Vary, 
by using a half or a third of fine corn 
meal or gra.ham Hour, 


Fish Salad.—Use any cold fish that 


may- be left; free from skin and bones, 
flake and serve on lettuce leaves with 
mayonnaise. If there, is a- scant supply, 
add chopped hard-boiled eggs or sar- 
dines,, and it is very nice with minced 
cabbage or celery. Also may be served 
in cabbage eups, or with cress. 


Prune Pudding.—Wash and soak one 


cup of prunes; stew until the stones Blip 
out; chop; acid the whites of three or 
four eggs beaten stiff with a small cup 
of sugar; bake in a buttered dish about 
half nn hour or in a buttered mold. Turn 
out and serve cold with cream or a 
boiled custard.

THE CHILDREN WHO TOIL. 


In America today there are probably 
,000,000 children working in the mines, 
actories and stores, says Robert Him- 
er in the World's Work. . They have 
been, with rare exceptions, reared in 
loyerty. 
Many of their brothers and 


isters hae died from lack of proper nu.- 
rition and because of insanitary homes. 
But these little toilers are those who 
lave survived in the face of the evils 
f insanitary conditions and of unwhole- 
some and insufficient food. Before readi- 
ng the age when they are naturally to 
lave the incentive which inspires men 
to go out and labor, they are sent into 
;he workshops. They are not fathers, 
filled with the desire to gain for them- 
selves and their families a sure economic 
'oothold in the world of men; they are 
iot, as men are, ambitious because of 
.heir love for another or because of 
their desire to provide for dependent 
wife or children; they do not feel those 
>rimal incentives which actuate adults 
n their struggle for livelihood; they are 
not seeking a home of their own, nor do 
they 
realize the economic conditions 


which demand that they shall make pro- 
visions for the future. They are tender, 
lalf-formed, 
half-grown, 
thoughtless, 


May-loving children, without sense of 
responsibility, without sense of future 
needs, taken by other hands from the 
playgrounds which they love, and forced 
to begin a life of toil, the real meaning 
of which they know not, and which for 
them may end only in the days of their 
infirmity and on the eve of death. 


It would be absurd to imagine that we 


understand the full meaning of child 
slavery. We may know isolated cases of 
tragedy; we may know some of its evils; 
but we can have no notion of what it 
may mean to the world that 1,000,000 
children are at the very time of adoles- 
cence taken from learning and play to 
be imprisoned in factories, mines and 
stores. The psychologists neglect this 


tremendously important phase of child 
psychology and give their attention al- 
most solely to the more favored children 
who remain in school. We know little 
of the real physical, mental and moral 
evils which affect the lives of the leas 
fortunate children.

REFORMS SUGGESTED. 


What, then, can we suggest as a possi- 


ble remedy to meet the growing com- 
plexities of legislation? The following 
plan seems most opportune to the writ- 
er:1. Make legislative sessions annual. 


2.' Elect representatives for two years 
3. Withdraw some, of the power now 


held by the "sifting committee" and give 
it to a department of state to be known 
as the legislative bureau, this bureau to 
act, only as an adjunct of the legislature 


4. Elect the governor for four years. 
The governor, if elected for four years 


would be more, inclined to devote his at 
tention to purely executive duties. To 
dav. most of his attention is spent in re 
pairing his political fences which, under 
the present scheme, are ever in need o 
ronair. 
In Wisconsin, where, perhaps, the firs 


effective and intelligent scheme, bnsec 
upon the plan outlined, is now partiall; 
in operation, much good has resulted 
Whether or not everyone agrees wit' 
Professor Commons in s.aying the recen 
Wisconsin railroad bill, passed at th< 
last session of the legislature, is "re 
markable for its conservatism," no on 
can deny that its conservatism can be 
traced in large measure to the innuene 
of the legislative reference room.

TAKES TEMPORARY VIEW. 


Legislation is not considered from a 


business point of view, although the leg- 
islator, in many instances, enters public 
life for business reasons. The legislator 
looks upon his office as temporary, and, 
under our present political pressure, he 
cannot be expected to do otherwise. 


The evolution of American legislative 


bodies has produced what is generally 
known as the "sifting committee." Such 
a committee is usually an evidence of in- 
difference or incompeteney of the mem- 
bers of certain standing committees and 
'a skillful parliamentary device for de- 
feating meritorious bills, or promoting 
vicious legislation. 


LIMITATION NECESSARY. 


Some definite action must therefore be 


taken to limit the power now exorcised 
by this committee. Under our present 
system, a member is indebted for his ap- 
pointment on a committee, not to his 
constituents, but to the machine which 
compels him to serve it before serving 
his people. He has his choice between 
this and being so ignored that he cannot 
serve his constituents at all. In the Un- 
itd States Semite there arc 43 standing 
and 11 select committees, r.o one com- 
mittee having more thnn eleven mem- 
bers. . Under such a system, with the in- 
troduction of some ten thousand bills 
each session, there is little hope of effec- 
tive legal reform.. The same condition 
of affairs, in the matter of the introduc- 
tion of bills, exists in the states,

to inform themselves as to what an in- 
telligent public opinion is demanding in 
the way of reform. 


TAKKS TEMPORARY VIEW. 


Legislation is not considered from a 


business point of view, although the leg- 
islator, in many instances, enters public 
life for business reasons. The legislator 
looks upon his olllce as temporary, and.' 
under our present political pressure, he 
cannot be. expected to do otherwise. 


The evolution ot American legislative 


bodies has produced what is gciiuriilly 
known as the "sifting committee." Such 
a committee is usually an evidence of in- 
difference or inoompcteiicy of the mem- 
bers of certain standing committees and 
'a skillful parliamentary device for de- 
feating meritorious bills, or promoting 
vicious legislation. 


LIMITATION NECESSARY. 


Some definite action must therefore be 


taken to limit the power now exercised 
by tliis committee. Under our present 
system, a member is indebted for his ap- 
pointment on a, committee, not to his 
constituents, but to the machine which 
compels him to serve it before serving 
his people. Hc has his choice between 
this and being so ignored that he cannot 
serve his constituents at all. tn the Un- 
itd States senate there are 43 standing 
and 11 select committees, no one com- 
mittee having more Hum eleven mem- 
bers. Under such n system, with the in- 
troduction oJ some ten thousand bills 
each session, there in little hope of effec- 
tive le"al reform.. The same condition 
of alVairs, in the matter of the introduc- 
tion of bills, exist; in the states, 


BETTER FEELING PREVALENT.

SHORT ICE CROP "IN 


KENOSHA COUNTY 


The ice harvest which has been car- 


ried on under unfavorable circumstances 
in Kenosha county during the past four 
months came to a close on Wednesday 
aftemoon, and several hundred men who 
had been employed by the Knickerbock- 
er company on the different lakes of 
Kenosha county were shipped back to 
Chicago Wednesday night.

NEW YORK, April 2.—The following 


statement was issued by the anthracite 
coal operators committee today: 


"The coal operators arc doing their ut- 


most to secure an even distribution of 
the supply of coal now on hand. The 
price of freight ha<3 not been raised, no 
charge whatever is being made for r,he 
cost the operators have incurred for the 
storage of coal and the price f. o. b., and 
'alongside" is exactly the same today as 
it has been for months past. There is no 
excuse for raising the price of coal, and 
the operators are doing everything in 
their power to prevent it. There is no 
reason for the public's being inconven- 
ienced by the existing strike. The opera- 
tors have stored a very large quantity of 
coal against just such an emergency as 
has arisen and this coal will be distrib- 
uted with ns great regard as •possible to 
thc-demands of legitimate consumers." 


A statement of the grounds on which 


the retail ooad dealers of New York city 
raised the price of coal last week wins 
made today, by Alfred L. Barber, a mem- 
ber of the Retail Coal Dealers' associa- 
tion. Tie said: "It is true that the op- 
erators have not raised the price of coal, 
but nnither wholesaler nor retailer can 
get any coal froni them for love or mon- 
ey. The operators have not shippe'd nny 
coal to this eity for a month and the 
reserve being exhausted, to supply our 
customers so that they can run tlieiv 
plants, we are compelled to get it from 
any possible source, and the middlemen 
and small dealers arc making us pay an 
increased price for it. That is the cause 
of the raise by the retailers and it is 1111- 
fnir for the operators to accuse us of 
robbing the public by charging exorbi- 
tant prices when they understand our 
plight and know that we. cnnnot get a 
pound oE coal from them. 'It is true 
that they have on hand 10,000,000 tons 
of hard coal, but why don't they ship it 
here as usual? The big office buildings 
throughout the city are in a, bad way 
today.) As a rule the contracts nre re- 
newed on April 1, but. because of the 
trouble in the coal fields no siieh ar- 
rangements have boon made this year."
